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Appendix A 

Applicant's argument that Asami teaches the use of particles of less than 1mm is 
unpersuasive. It is noted that the claim only requires an active step of removing 
particles less than 1mm, which it is clearly met because it removes particles that are 
larger than .15mm, which is less than 1mm. The language of the claim does not require 
removal of all the particles being less than 1mm to be removed, but merely requires an 
active step of just removing, without specifying amount or percentage of particles, less 
than 1mm in the reclaimed mixture. 

In conclusion, in view that the claim only require a step of removing particles 
sizes less than 1mm, without specifying that all the particles or a percentage of particles 
less than 1mm are removed, it is deemed that the removal of particles that are larger 
than .15mm, reads on the instant claim because it removes particles having a size 
range of .15mm to 1mm. 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain 
features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies 
(i.e., the present invention is carried out in the powdery basis) are not recited in the 
rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, 
limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 
F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993).
